German Anti-Reds Turn Out 
Strong For Berlin Election 


BERLIN, Dec. 6—Germ an So­ 
cial Democrats, a r c h - f o e s of 
Communism, walked away with 
the West Berlin elections today 
in the most decisive popular re­ 
buke dealt Soviet policy in Eur­ 
ope since World War II. 
A total of 1.367.972 Berliners 
—86.2 percent of all those reg­ 
istered—defied Soviet threats 
and scorned Soviet blandish­ 
ments to go to the polls Sun­ 
day. Almost two-thirds voted 
for the Social Democrats, chief 
target of Russian wrath. 
One immediate result of t h e 
overwhelming 
anti-Communist 
vote appeared to be the strength­ 
ened determination of 5.000 elec­ 
trical workers in the Soviet tone
